2. Publishing News contains brief descriptions of the 
contents of new publications, describes changes in ABS 
publications and slows other information of interest to 
users of ABS publications.

3. A single price now applies to publications 
despatched by surface mail, both within Australia and 
overseas, and to counter sales, Airmail rates are avail- 
able on request. 


Mailing service 

4. Clients who wish to receive free or priced publica- 
tions on a regular basis may use the ABS Publications 
Subscription Service. Further details and order forms 
are available from any ABS office. 


5. Clients who already use this service and who wish 
to amend their requirements should quote their account 
number when contacting ABS. The account number is 
shown at the top left hand comer of the address label 
used to despatch publications to clients. 


6. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on 1 
January. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance andi should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS.
